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At his request I saw the Attorney General at 5 p.®., 
3/3/67, in his office. He had previously Indicated he desired 
to discuss the Yugoslav bombing case; however, he brought tap 
the subject of the assassination case first. 

I told the AG that, following bis call this morning, 
the Director had instructed ae to ®ake a very careful check to 
ascertain whether any of our people had talked to the press con- 
cerning this matter, and particularly whether any FBI personnel 
had indicated opposition to the AG's statements made on 3/2/67 
while up on the Hill. I told the AG that FBI personnel had 
emphatically denied discussing this matter with the press.

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1 then briefed the AG regarding the Yugoslav bombing 
case, on a general basis. I told hie the names of the subject® 
involved and the strong points of evidence that we had obtained. 
He told ®e he had not yet discussed the Eatter with Assistant AG 
Yeagley ; however, he planned to do so within the next day or »c . 
He stated he thought the FBI had done an excellent Job and that 
he would give a decision in this matter immediately following 
his conversation with Yeagley. 

The AG and his wife have been invited to tbe LBJ Ranch 
for the weekend; however, they will probably turn this invitation 
down in view of a minor illness on the part of Mrs. Clark. 
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
